JUNE WEATHER 
SETTING HIGH 
HEAT RECORDS 


Tile weather man was busy over 
the week-end preparing a warm re­ 
ception for summer, which officially 
began Tuesday in spite of the fact 
that readings in the 90’s have be­ 
come almost commonplace during 
the last month in Gettysburg and 
Adams county. 
Sunday’s high here was 90 degrees 
while at Arendtsville a reading of 
92 degrees was taken. At I o’clock 
Monday 
afternoon, 
tile 
mercury 
stood at 86 degrees in the official 
thermometers of Dr. Henry Stewart, 
local observer. The low for Sunday 
was 65 degrees. 
Weather statistics from Arendts­ 
ville show the highest reading there 
so far this year has been 93 degrees, 
a record set on June 4 
Tile weather station there also 
produced some figures to show’ that 
on the average this month has been 
three degrees hotter every day than 
the same period of last year. 
For Hie first 20 cays of the month 
the average daily maximum tem­ 
perature was 84.4 degrees as against 
an average of 81,6 for the same 20- 
day period last year. In the same 
period the average minimum this 
month was 74 degrees and last year, 
71.8 degrees. 
Last year in the first 20 days of 
June there were nine days with 
readings of 8ft degrees or above while 
only two days had 90-degree weather. 
This year there have been seven 
days with temperatures in the 90s 
and seven others above 85 degrees.
